hw, of ſhore uſe unto his Popeſhip then both the other—luſt fo our 
Prelates from the pretended divinity of their Epiſcopacy , and from 
the temporall power granted by our Princes they would now obtrade 
a new Camen Lawupon os, 

They have charged their Cawvrs at us to the full, and never fearing 
that cvcr they would recoyle back into a Parliament they have rammed.
